Washington, May 27.—(Special.)—The Gecrgia contingtnt was, treated to a 
double surprise this afternoon when the appointment of Colonel Gordon, of Sa- 
vannah, to be brigadier general, wag sent to the senate.

HAS ADMIRAL CERVERA SLIPPED — 
Y FROM SANTIAGO DE CUBA?

WASHINGTON, May 27.—(Special.)—T'onight the startling rumor comes that Cervera’s fleet has been sighted 


off the Costa Rican coast. 

The story first came by way of New York, but later the state department had a dispatch from the cofisul at 
Panama, who is near the scene and who repeats the unpleasant story. While officials generally are inclined to doubt 
the truth of this report, it has undoubtedly had a depressing effect. The sickening feeling has taken possession of 
Washington that perhaps we have been outwitted again, and even the many who have been predicting the Spaniards’ 
escape from Santiago have foregone their right to say, “I told you so,” and are joining in the general, though not 
popular feeling, that this game may not be as easy as it looked at first. | : 

Whether the Spaniard has slipped away again or not, the future must develop. This is certain, however, 
neither the president nor his close advisers have ever been altogether satisfied that Schley had Cervera as thorougb- 
ly bottled up as they first thought. ,Schley has never stated that he knew of his own knowledge that the Spanish 


' ships were inside the harbor at Santiage, but has given in each of his telegrams his source of information. This has 


in each case been an insurgent, or insurgents, and there is a disposition here to discount-everything that comes from 
insurgents. Only today President McKinley placed his hand on Secretary Alger’s shoulder and said:

London, May 28.—A dispatch to The Daily 
Telegraph from Kingston says: ‘“‘Despite the 
most energetic search the whereabouts of 
the Spanish Cape de Verde squadron re- 
mains unknown to the American autnrori- 
ties. On Thursday last Cervera’ was re- 
ported to be at Santiago de Cuda = and 
Schley left Key West for that port. The 
next morning J learned where the squadron 
was bound and was’ enabled to follow 
aboard the British ship Premier. Since 
then we have been engaged in a fruitless 
search for the Spaniards in the gulf and 

the CariSbean sea. 

“Monday morning we came up with the 
American ships off Cienfuegos and heard 
that Admiral Cervera was in Cienfuegos

He was on 
the staff of Mercer’s infantry brigade and 
served from Dalton to Lovejoy in the At- 
lanta campaign. He restimed business as 
a cotton merchant in Savannah after the 
war. He served three terms in the Geor- 
gia legislature. He is the senio#. officer of 
the organized militia in Georgia, having 
served continuously since the restoration 
of the civil government in Georgia.

In Justice to Maddox. 

There has just come to my notice a mat- 
ter pertaining to Georgia politics which 
seems to me to call for a statement from 
somebody. It is against my principles to 
mix up in a political fight where I do not 
belong, and even when the contest is be- 
tween a friend and one who is not, I en- 
deavor to maintain absolute neutrality ‘so 
far as my erie? lis work is concerned. 
This is a case where 1 am not at all inter- 
ested from a personal standpoint, and yet 
it seems to me that justice and fair play 
calls for a short statement from me. I 
refer to Judge Maddox and an attack made 
upon him by Rev. Sam Jones a few days 
ago. 

I fear the Rev. Sam has allowed himself 
to be misled by his warm friendship for 
the very clever gentleman who is Judge 
Maddox’s principal opponent. But even a 
partisan should do justice. When Mr. Jones 
insinuates that Judge Maddox ‘‘has not at- 
tended to his job” and speaks of the judge 
having been ‘‘frequently absent when the 
roll has be2n called,” attempting to create 
the impression that the present representa- 
tive from the seventh does not attend to 
the business of the house and the business 
of his constituents, he does Judge Maddox 
a great injustice. . 

I know nothing of the causes which led 
Mr. Jones to say that he has not liked 
Judge Maddox officially, and am not inter- 
ested in the matter further than this one 
particular: I want to say that, in my opin- 
ion, there is no man in congress who looks 
more closely after the interests of his con- 
stituents* and the business of the house 
than Judge Maddox. Absence from a roll 
call means nothing. No man who’ knows 
Judge Maddox would suggest that he ever 
dodged a vote on any proposition. During 
the past session he has been busy as a 
member of the house committee on banking 
and currency, which has held many meet- 
ings during the sessions of the house, and 
necessarily has been out of the house at 
that time. Eyery member of. the house 
misses roll calls. 

Men on important committees are neces- 
Sarily absent from tHe floor of the house a 
good deal of the time, for very often the 
leading committees hold meetings during 
the hours when the house is transacting 
business. 

To miss a roll call means nothing unless 
it is missed for the purpose of dodging a 
vote on the question involved. A member 
if often kept away when an {miportant mat- 
ter is befofe the house, but has his vote 
counted under the system of pairs just ae 
if he had beer present. 

And right here I want to add—and I be- 
lieve every member of the Georgia delega- 
tion will bear me out in the statement— 
that if there is any man in congress who is 
a close attendant upon the sessions of the 
house when the interests of his constituents 
do not call him elsewhere, and if there is 
one man who has never dodged a vote and

Mobile, Ala., May 27.—(Special.)—Today at

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BOMBARDMENT OF SAN JUAN. 


Navy Department Posts Rear Admiral 
Sampson’s Report. 
Washington, May 27.—The following bul- 
letin was posted at the navy department 

today: 

The following is a copy of a report made 
by Rear Admiral Sampson, concerning the 
action off San Juan de Puerto Rico. 

“Upon approaching San Juan it was seen 
that none of the Spanish vessels avere in 
the harbor. I was, therefore, considerably 
in doubt whether they had@ reached San 
Juan and again departed for some unknown 
destination. As their capture was the sub- 
ject of the expedition and as it was essen- 
tial that they should not pass to the west- 
ward, I determined to attack the batteries 
defending the port in order to develop their 
positions and strength, and then, without 
waiting to reduce the city or subject it to 
regular bombardment, which would require 
due notice, to turn to the westward. 

“I commenced the attack as soon as it 
was good daylight. This lasted about three 
bours, when the signal was made to discon- 
tinue the firing and the squadron stood to 
the northwest until out of sight of San 
Juan, when the course was laid to the 
westward, with the view of communicating 
with the department at Port Plata and 
learn if the department had obtained in- 
formation of the movements of the Spanish 
vessels. 

“At Cape Haytien I received word from 
the department that the Spanish vessels 
had been sighted off Curacao on the 14th 
instant. As stated in my telegram, no se- 
rious injury was done to any of the ships, 
and only one man was killed and seven 
wounded slightly. 


BANCROFT CHASING SPANIARD. 


United States Warship Off on a Run- 
ning Search. 


Key West, May 27.—A Spanish steamship, 
thought to be an auxiliary cruiser, was 
sighted by the United States warships Wil- 
mington and Bancroft off Key West last 
night, and at last accounts she was being 
chased by the Bancroft. 

The ship is a three-mastered steamer, and 
apparently a merchantman of large ton- 
nage. She had one smokestack. No doubt 
was entertained of her béing a Spaniard, 
because when the Bancroft, put after her 
she steamed away at full speed. 

he Wilmington was coming in here for 
coal, and about 5:30 last evening, when 
between twelve and fifteen miles off Key 
West, she saw the smoke of a steamer and 
turned in the latter’s direction. At about 
the same time the Bancroft came along and 
asked the Wilmington if she had seen any- 
thing of a three-masted steamer which 
had been chased by the auxillary gunboat 
Eagle. The Wilmington then notitied the 
Bancroft of the three-masted steamer and 
white doing so a stranger hove in sight. 

The Bancroft went after her and the ves- 
sel headed southeast, with the Bancroft 
going full speed after her. The cltase was 
a most exciting one when the Wilmington 
last saw the two vessels. 

It is presumed that the Spanish ship, ob- 
serving the Wilmington’s military top, mis- 
took her for a battleship and thought it safe 
to continue scouting, trusting to her supe- 
rior speed for y= but when the Ban- 
croft appeared the Spaniard wasted no time 
in trying to get away.

GORMAN ADVOCATES 


ISSUE OF BONDS 


Senators Discuss the War Revenue Meas- 
ure at Some Length, 


TELLER CONCLUDES SPEECH 


Marylander Declares Himself Pointed- 
ly for the Income Tax. 


DENOUNCES SUPREME COURT DECISION

Morgan Authorizes the Appointment 


of Civil or Military Governor for 
Any Acquired Territory. 


Washington, May 27.—A notable speech on 


the war revenue measure was delivered in: 
‘the senate th's afternoon by Mr. Gorman, 


democrat, of Maryland. In the course of 
an argument im support of a tax on corpo- 
rations, he denounced as infamous the deci- 
sion of the supreme court declaring the 
income tax law of 18M as unconstitutional, 

The warning sounded by some senators 
that if a tax were piaced upon corporations 
it would be pronounced unconstitutional 


by the supreme court had, he said. had ro 


effect upon him. A decision against such 
an enactment would not destroy our finan- 
cial structure, but it would destroy the 
court which should hand it down. 

Mr. Gorman took decided issue with the 
majority of his fellow democrats upon their 
proposition to coin the silver seigniorage 
end to issue legal tender notes, and made a 
powerful argument in favor of the issuance 
of bonds to raise funds with which to pros- 
ecute the war. 

Mr. Teller, silver republican, of Colorado, 
concluded his speech begum yesterday advo- 
cating the coinage of the seigniprage, the 
levying of an income tax and tae issue of 
legal tender notes and opposing the issue 
of bonds. 

Mr. Cockrell, democrat, of Missouri, dis- 
cussed the financial questions in comtention 
between the democratic and republican par- 
ties. He urged that the bill as reported 
by the majority of the finance committee 
ought to be enacted into law. 

In concluding that part of his argument 
in favor of an income tax, Mr. Teller said 
that if the proposition was submitted to 
the senate he would feel bound to vote for 
it despite the decision of the supreme court 
against the law of 1894. Such a tax, ha 
said, was supported by five decfsions of the 
supreme court prior to that upon the law 
of 1894. 

“I have no reason to suppose,” he said, 
“that the court may not yet return to its 
former decisions; indeed, I have every rca- 


‘son to suppose that it will.’’ 


Favor Corporation Tax. 

Mr. Tellier then begam a discussjon of the 
proposition to coin tne silver seigiiorage, 
which, he said, had aroused great cpposi- 
tion. He declared the seigniorage could be 
coined without detriment to the public ser- 
vice. Briefly adverting to the proposed cor- 
poration tax, Mr. Teller said that while 
he hoped to have an opportunity to vote 
for a tax that would apply to individuals 
and to firms as well as to corporations, he 
woula >be glad to support the corporation 
tax proposition in the pending bill. Mr. 
Teller then entered upon an elaborate argu- 
ment in favor of the issue of $150,000,000 of 
legal tender notes, concerning which he 
thought there was no possible doubt of the 
right of the government. 

Mr. Teller said he was considering the 
pending measure without reference to the 
silver question, merely with a desire that 
the country should adopt a sound system of 
finance. He was opposed to the issue of 
bonds as unnecessary and dangerous. 

Referring to the immense amount the 
government has now and will have in the 
future to pay for pensions he said: 

“We shall pay the pensions of both the 
last and the existing war in accordance 
with the letter of the law, notwithstanding 
the complaints made of the large pension 
expenditures, These pension charges are 
large, yet the government has paid since 
1865 $312,000,000 more for interest upon the 
public debt than it has paid for pensions. 

“Those who ought to know,” said Mr. 
Teler. ‘estimate that the present war will 
cost $300,000,000 if it be prosecuted for one 
vear. It is not a war of conquest, but a 
war of humanity. However, since we have 
taken the Philippines we ought to hold 
them until some decision can be reached 
as to their disposition. We ought to take 
every foot of Spanish soil outside of Spain 
itself. whether it be in this hemisphere or 
in the other. We ought, I believe. to drive 
the Spanish ff8e from the waters of both 
the At!antic ard Pacific ylea ls.” 

Cpposes the Greenbacks. 

Mr. Nelson. of Minnesota. regarded the 
propesed issue of greenbacks as one of the 
most important features of the bill. He 
declared that of all the ioans made during 
the civil war the forced loan covered by 
the greenbacks was the most expensive. 
The proposed iesve of legal tender nores 
was net called for by: any lack of money 
in <irculation. «s the per capita circulation 
was now higher than at any time since 
1992, and only 11 cents lower than it was 
then. He felt that the notes of issue would 
be an added manacle to the treasury and 
that it would enable those so inclined to 
deplete the go'd reserve and render it the 
more easily possible to force an issue of 
bonds. Closing, Mr. Nelson declared that 
in any way it might be taken the view of 
the majority of the finance committee was 
wrong and could not safely*be followed. 

Mr. Cockrell followed Mr. Nélson. He 
avowed his intention to support the govern- 
ment in the prosecution of the war to a 
successful issue. Yet he must be his own 
judge of ‘what was necessary and there 
must be no dictation on this point. He con- 
tended that tHe bill as reported includes 
provisions for the coinage of the seignior- 
age, and the issuance of treasury notes and 
the elimination of the bonds would provide 
sufficient revenue for the conduct of the 
war. Mr. Cockrel) devoted his especial at- 
tention to the coinage of the seigniorage, 
going minutely into the points invo'ved. 

Mr. Cockrell made a long argument in fa- 
vor of the free coinage of silver and of the 
issue of legal tender notes. He maintained 
that an issue of greenbacks was infinitely 


preferable to an interest-bearing untaxable 
obligation which afforded a hiding place for 
the money of capitalists, who through 
bonds always could be assured of gain 
without ehance of loss. 

He satd that the idea of sending the pro- 
posed bonds to the postoffices tn order that 
they might appear to be a popular loan was 
ge and a fake on the very face of 

The bonds, he maintained, would be paid 
for in gold, and the necessary amount of 
ead was not in the hands of the people, 
but in those of capitalists, and capitalists 
would control the issue. 


Gorman Wants Corporation Tax. 

Mr. Gorman, of Maryland, said he ap- 
proved of some provisions of the house bill 
and some of the amendments made by the 
senate committee. His effort would, how- 
ever, be directed toward making the Dill 
more nearly just and equitable than it 
now ts. The bill ought to be framed, he 
said, on lines of simplicity and fairn®ss. 
The burdens ought to be placed upon the 
large interests able to.pay the taxes in- 
stead of upon the people regardless of their 
condition. The people, “She maintained, 
should be exempted .rom the offensive 
and burdensome: stamp tax, the levying 
and collection of which would result in 
most serious difficulties. He said it had 
been declared during the debate that the 
corporation tax, if enacted into law, might 
be decided by the supreme court to be 
unconstitutional, thus reiterating a dec'sion 
as “infamous” as that on the income tax 
law. 

“Now is the tifke,” he declared, “‘while 
we are engaged in war, to test the supreme 
court upon the corporation tax question. 
A decision against it will not destroy our 
financial structure, but it would destroy the 
court. The American people would amend 
the constitution so that it time of war 
taxes might be levied upon all interésts 
justly and equitably.” 

Mr. Gorman then formally presented his 
amendment to the b‘ll providing for a tax 
upon corporations, Which was brought out 
yesterday by Mr. White, He made a 
strong defense of its provisions and ap- 
pealed to the senate to engraft it upon 
the bill, | 

In the course of a discussion of the pro- 
posed coinage of the silver seigniorage Mr. 
Gorman held that it tnvolved a_ political 
contention of eight years’ standing. 

“In my judgment,”’ said he, ‘it would be 
unwise—it would be fruitless to attempt 
to force that* question to the front while 
the country has the Spanish army and 
navy to confront. That is a question we 
ought to fight outgin a time of peace. 1 
have always been a partisan. I have voted 
for my party even when some of its can- 
didates did not quite meet my approval. 
But in a crisis like this 1 do not know my 
party. I know only the highest interests 
of my country. Knowing how sharp is the 
political division upon this proposit:on, 1 
cannot vote for it at this time, no matter 
how just it may be in the abstract or as a 
proposition standing alone.”’ 

Gorman Advocates Bonds. 


Mr. Gorman advucated an issue of 
bonds. 

“What war,’’ he asked, ‘‘was ever con- 
ducted without the issue of bonds? The 
civil war begun with an issue of bonds even 
before the first gun was fired on Fort Sum- 
ter. One of the first acts of the confed- 
erate government was the issue of 7 per 
cent bonds.” 

He declared that if the bond provision 
proposed should not be enacted into law 
the crisis would come, perhaps within thir- 
ty days, and the presjident would be forced 
to issue bonds under the act of 1875 at 
probably 4 or 5 per cent interest. He 
thought the president would be fully justl- 
fied in selling at least $300,000,000 bonds in 
protecting the dignity and honor of the 
country and in insuring success to our 
arms. 

Mr. Gorman, continuing, 
opposition to the issue of legal 
notes. 

Mr. Allison, in charge of the bill, pro- 
posed that a time be agreed upon to vote 
upon the series of amendments relating to 
corporation taxes. 

Mr. Jones, democrat, of Arkansas, ob- 
jected on account of the numerous imp0or- 
tant amendments offered to the bill which 
had materially altered the situation. It 
Was agreed that the. senate should meet at 
ll o'clock tomorrow. 

A measure extending the time for the 
completion of the Fort Smith and Western 
railroad was passed. 

At 5:10 p. m. the senate 
ecutive session and soon afterwards 
journed.

Session ‘Hears a Report Setting Forth 


That There Is a Growing Disre- 
gard of the Sabbath Day. 


New Orleans, May 27.—At the meeting of 
the general assembly of the Presbyterian 
church today Rev. J. N. H. Summerville, 
of South Carolina, presided. 

Dr. R. P. Kerr handed in the resignation 
of Dr. Joseph Wilson, stated clerk of the 
assembly. The resignation was accepted, 
and the assembly passed a resolution of ap- 
preciation of the faithfulness and distin- 
guished success with which he had con- 
ducted the office for thirty years, and in- 
voking the blessings of God upon him for 
all the remaining years of his life. 

Dr. Alexander, of Nashville. was elected 
stated clerk to succeed Dr. Wiison. 

The standing committee on narrative sub- 
mitted a report concluding as follows: 

“After summing up, then, what hAs been 
stated, it will be seen that whilst there has 
not been any remarkable widespread aml 
powerful outpouring of the holy spirit, nev- 
ertheless the spirit’s special influence and 
power has been experienced throughout the 
bounds of our beloved Zion. The mission- 
ary spirit is evidently increasing, both as 
to home and foreign work. The spirit of 
worldliness is reported as diminishing. And 
although family religion is sadly neglected, 
our youth are still being ‘trained up in the 
nurture and admonition of the Lord,’ by 
earnest and consecrated Giabbath school 
teachers. So we have reason to ‘thank God. 
take courage and go forward’ in the name 
of our Lord, setting up our banners and al- 
ways exclaiming: 

“*Not unto us, O Lord, not unto us, but 
unto Thy hame give glory for Thy mercy 
and for Thy truth’s sake.’ ”’ 

It was placed on the ocket and later ta- 
ken up and adopted. 

The standing committee on the Sabbath 
submitted a report setting forth that here 
is a growing disregard for the Sabbath day, 
and that it is not confined alone to the non- 
Christians. Some of our people seem to dis- 
regard the law and principle of the Sab- 
bath as expressed in the decalogue, and are 
governed too often by personal convenience 
and the interest of wopadly gain and sen- 
suocus pleasure. 

The committee advised that the assembly 
call upon all our people to use their utmost 
personal influence for the scriptural ob- 
servance of the Sabbath as the Lord’s day. 

After routine 
business the assembly took a recess to 
8 p. m. 

The Presbyterian assembly concluded its 
work tonight. It urges ministers and peo- 
ple to work for better observance of the 
Sabtath and resolved upon special ser- 
mons cen the subject. 

Rev. Joseph Stacy, Rev. E. H. Barnett, 
Rev. T. H. Rice and Elder John A. Barry 
were appointed a permanent committee on 
the Sabbath. 

Resolutions of thanks and an eloquent 
farewell prayer by Dr. Palmer closed the 
session.

TWO DESERTERS IN SAVANNAH. 


They Escape Punishment by Resorting 
to the Plea of Under-Age. 

Savannah, Ga., May 27.—(Special.)—Two 
deserters from the Savannah Volunteer 
Guards. now in Tampa, were before Judge 
Hampton L. Ferrili today, their parents 
having applied for writs of habeas corpus 
to prevent their being punished for deser- 
tion. They were arrested here on telegrams 
‘from Colonel William Garrard from Tampa 
ahd were ordéred sent to Fort McPherson 
barracks, Atlanta, Ga., where, after a 
court martial, they would probably have 
been imprisoned.

Whatever the result 
of the investigation may be. it is not 
likely that any serious consequences will 
result therefrom. : 

Something of an Expense. 

The proposition on the part of the 
democrats to coin the seigniorage, and 
thus make that fund available in the 
present emergency is met by the gold 
organs with the annourfcement that 
there is no such thing as seigniorage 
available. “You cannot,” they say, “coin 
& vacuum; you cannot make money out 
of wind.” 

All this coming to the ears of the pa- 
tient editor of The Springfield Repub- 
lican causes strange thoughts and specu- 
lations to spring up in the fertile pasture 
of his mind. He is patient and long- 
suffering, but there are times when he 
insists on speaking out in meeting: and 
this is one of the times. Therefore, he 
calls the attention of the republican or- 
gans and the agents of the gold syndi- 
cate to the fact that every word spoken 
by them against the coinage of the 
seigniorage applies with equal force and 
effect to the present and recent course of 
the secretary of the treasury. 

It would appear, then, that. what is 
vicious, if not “disloyal,”’’ when proposed 
by the democrats to avoid a further ad- 
dition to the burdens of taxation, be- 
comes perfectly proper when actually 
carried out in a partial degree by the 
administration. It is the correct thing, 
in financial and republican circies, to de- 
nounce as unpatriotic a democratic prop- 
osition to coin the seigniorage, and to 
wink at, if not approve, the actual coin- 
ing of the fund by the republican secre- 
tary of the treasury. 

Even Editor Godkin, who, as an inde- 
pendent worshipper of gold, so far out- 
strips all other fanatics that he may 
well be termed the Mahdi of the bond 
syndicate, has had nothing to say about 
this coining of the seigniorage, which 
has gone on to such an extént that up to 
July 1st, of last year, more than $17,000,- 
000 representing the seigniorage, had 
been covered into the treasury. It is 
true that Secretary Gage, in coining 
this seigniorage, and the democrats in 
proposing it, are merely obeying the 
law—the unrepealed portions of the Sher- 
man act of 1890, which says that the sil- 
ver bullion purchased by the treasury 
notes shall be coined and the seigniorage 
resulting therefrom covered into the 
treasury. ' 

The only difference between the propo- 
sition of the democrats and the actual 
policy of Secretary Gage, is that the 
former would treat the seigniorage as an 
emergency fund, and coin it at once, 
while the latter is merely coining it as 
it represents the surplus of bullion al- 
ready coined. That is the whole state 
of the case. The secretary may coin 
“wind” with perfect impunity; nothing is 
said about it; but when the democrats 
propose to’ do more rapidly what the 
latter is doing at, his leistre a tremen- 
dous howl is raised over if. 

The Republican, indeed, says it is a 
bootless controversy, and then proceeds 
to show up the innate folly of those who 
denounce the democratic proposition as 
a scheme to “coin a vacuum.” The only 
vacuum that can be discovered is in the 
heads of those who desire to make a law 
inoperative without repealing it. 

The republican bond scheme is op- 
posed by the more thoughtful of the gold 
organs like The New York Times, not 
because they are opposed to bond issues 
whenever the syndicate wants them, but 
because the programme is too bold and 
open. They look forward to the fu- 
ture and they see there, as the result of 
this unscrupulous and unnecessary rob- 
bery of the people, a most depressing 
campaign, with the masses of voters on 
one side and the agents of the syndicates 


on the other. é 
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War’s Educational Work. 

One of the minor results of the present 
war with Spain has already made itself 
apparent in the increased amount of in- 
formation which the average reader has 
acquired since the outbreak of hostili- 
ties in regard to points and distances 
upon the world’s map. 

Before the situation reached its cri- 
sis several weeks ago there existed even 
in the minds of well-posted individuals 
little satisfactory knowledge of the colo- 
nies of Spain. With respect to the 
leagues of water intervening between 
San Juan and Cadiz, or between either 
of these points and the Canary islands 
lying in the mid-Atlantic, most persons 
were wholly unenlightened, Even Ma- 
nila, which has lately loomed inp 
such classic prominence, was, less thaw 
ene month ago, scarcely known, except 
within the somewhat restricted realin of 
commerce. ; 

But what schoolboy in the land today 
is not perfectly familiar with the points 
and distances involved in the present 
drama of hostilities? Most of us are 
so immersed in the occupations of the 
narrow’ circles which we have drawn 
around ourselves that something more 
than ordinary is needed to arouse our 
interest in matters which do not seem to 
pertain immediately to our environment; 
but under the pressure of some great 
excitement we find that our capacity for 
receiving information is absolutely mar- 
yelous, even. upon foreign matters. Of 
course war is to be deprecated, and there 
is no one so utterly devoid of reason as 
to advocate the righteousness of war 

hat it is needed to edu- 
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_ without its elements of compensa- 
on. : 
Until recent events made it clear to 
us that we ‘were in the dark, most of 
us imagined that the only Morro castle 
on the globe frowned from the austere 
heights overlooking the waters of Ha- 
vana harbor. We labored under this im- 
pression until Admiral Sampson mnder- 
took to silence the fortifications at San 
Juan, when we learned, fo our astonish- 
ment, that the guns of Morro'castle im- 
mediately returned his fire. But we 
were destined to acquire still further in- 
formation when we heard some few 
days later that Admiral Cervera had 
succeeded in weighing anchor at Santi- 
ago de Cuba under the shadow of Mor- 
rocastle. Where the chain of discover- 
les thus linked together’will end, we are 
not prepared to say; but- we find our- 
selves in possession of the interesting 
fact that Morro is the Spanish-term for 
promontory, and that any lofty elevation 
of this character looking out upon the 
sea might be appropriately invested with 
the honor which we have hitherto per- 
sisted in bestowing solely upon the 
promontory at Havana. 

Thus it appears that while “grim-vis- 
aged war” is one of the gTeatest terrors 
of the earth, it is not without some qual- 
ifications of the gentle educator. 
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The Nicaragua Canal. 

Recent developments have served to 
emphasize the position taken by Captain 
Crowninshield, of the United States navy 
something over one year ago ‘with re- 
spect to the importance of constructing 
the Nicaragua canal. At that time 
Captain Crowninshield, in discussing the 
matter said: i 

As a political factor th increasing the 
Influence and power of this country in the 
Pacific the canal will be far-reaching. 
Today, if the United States were forced 
into a war with Japan over the possession 
of the Hawaiian islands, which to her are 
stepping stones to our continent, we should 
be placed at a great disadvantage, 
far it is a fact that at this moment Japan's 
naval force is greater than our own Pacific 
and Asiatic squadrons combined. To re- 
inforce our Pacific fleet we should be 
obliged to send ships from our Atlantic 
squadron, forcing them to make a voy- 
age of 12,000 miles, thus consuming many 
weeks, whereas, with the canal in existence 
our powerful north Atlantic squadron 
could ba plut into the Pacific within a 
week. Thus would the canal enable us 
to more than double our naval strength 
in the Pacific. From every point of view, 
whether political or .commercial, it is 
plain that the Nicaragua canal is a neces- 
sity to the United States. It will build 
up our Pacific coast states, as they must be 
built up, if we are to properly face the 
orient. It will add immeasurably to our na- 
val power, and it will increase our influence 
not only far out into the Pacific ocean, over 
the islands and waters of that vast re- 
gion, but also over the Caribbean sea and 
adjacent waters, 

There can be no doubt of the fact that 
one of the inevitable results of the pres- 
ent war with Spain will be the eventual 
construction of the Nicaragua canal. 


The Stars and Stripes. 

Until 1815 it was the custom of the 
United States government, on the ad- 
mission of each new state into the union 
to signalize the fact upon the nation’s 
flag, not only by increasing the number 
of its stars, but also by increasing the 
number of its stripes. 

But in the year mentioned, when five 
new states were admitted into the union 
at one time, it became apparent that 
eventually this process of redupiication 
would result in disfiguring the nation’s 
flag; and, accordingly, the matter was 
referred to joint committees of the house 
and senate with the direction that some 
definite plan be reported. While the 
matter was under warm discussion, Cap- 
tain Samuel C, ‘Reid, one of the heroes of 
the war of 1812, suggested that, instead 
of changing both stars and stripes when- 
ever new states were to be admitted into 
the union, it would be much better to fix 
the number of stripes at _ thirteen, 
representing the original thirteen states, 
and to make the number of stars alone 
variable. This suggestion met with 
unanimous approval, and in due time the 
design agreed upon was reported to con- 
gress. 

Without oppositon, the design received 
the cordial indorsement of congress; and 
on April 4, 1818, the measure setting 
forth the formula which has ever since 
been observed in adjusting the stars and 
stripes to the changed conditions of the 
union received the signature of President 
James ‘Monroe. 

Just at this time. when the nation’s 
flag is so strikingly in evidence and when 
the whole country, without regard to 
past differences, is solidly united under- 
neath its folds, it is not amiss that the 
foregoing reminiscence connected with 
its early days should be revived. Over 
what additional possessions the stars 
and stripes are destined to float in the 
immediate or distant future we do not 
undertake to foreshadow; but may peace 
soon perch once more upon the nation’s 


ensign.

Rations in Confederate Days. 


Editor-Constitution—It is amusing to read 
about the kicks that are coming from the 
recruits: at Fort McPherson on account of 
fations served, quality and quantity—that 
is to an ex-confed—when he remembers 


£ the rations on which the subsisted for years, 


and some of us grew fat in camp. We 
were lucky to gét a little ration of cornmeal, 
about three-quarters of a pound a day, or 
a half pound flour instead, one-half to 
three-quarter pounds poor, stringy bull 
beef, or one-quarter pound salt pork in 


| Tieu of the beef, sometimes hardtack issued 


instead of the cOrnmeal or flour, and a little 

salt doled out omce or twice a week, though 

the salt usually held out fairly well on 

pee of our not having much to use 
on, 

As for coffee, tea and sugar, such luxuries 
were an unknown quantity save now and 
then when we ran gur neighbors, the ene- 
my, ouf of their camps and captured what 
they might chance to leave in their sudden 
departure. Of course we madg many sub- 
stitutes for coffee, such as corn, rye, corn- 
meal and other things, but if we had any 
Sweetening for it it was usually “long 
sweetening,’ sorghum molasses... Rice we 
had very rarely, a few peas semi-occa- 
sionally, and if ever anything else it has 
escaped my memory. Cornmeal and bull 
beef, or a little ration of salt pork and 
flour instead, was our regular bill of fare, 
and very often the company commissary 
had hard work to make it go around. If 
any of the boys should chance to read 
this who thinks he is not being well fed, 
let him compare the rations at the bar- 
racks with those the confederates fought 
their battles on.

far distant frem our Pacific snore. These 
islands will continue-to be the backbone 
of contention among the powers, and it is 
hardly probable that they will lie idle 
and see them pass permanently under the 
control of the’United States without mak- 
ing some hostile demonstration. 
_As to Cuba and Porto Rico the powers, 
in all probability, care but little, if they 
do at all, how soon these isiands pass un- 
aer the control of the United States. They 
are remote from Burope and near our own 
shores, and by their topography we know 
that they are really a part of our main- 
land, 

But to get possession of these islands 
and to drive the Spaniards from them will 
be no little job. But our troops will event- 
— do that, no other nations jnterfer- 

It should be remembered that we are 
not a nation of exclusively organized mifi- 
tary people, but on the other hand, a 
nation of peaceable farmers and manu- 
facturers. Our st ing army in time of 
peace has always been quite small.. Such 
being the case, we cannot afford to rush 
into a conflict without first getting well pre- 
pared for it, and of course it takes time 
to prepare for active warfare. This crisis 
will at least teach the United States a les- 
sOn—that it is always best to be better 
prepared for emergencies. 

As in every war that has occurred, either 
between the United States and some other 
country, or between sections of our own 
country, there have always been some who 
opposed war on some ground or another 
and who were as unpatriotic and as un- 
American, so to speak, as though they had 
no interest whatever in their own country, 
its institytions or its destiny. This writer 
is intensely American on all that tends to 
make up the name, and this class of eOple 
to whom he has ing referred ond who 
are so loud in their denunciation of war 
are sure to “bob up’’ when their country 
becomes involved in war. They gave the 
American people considerable trouble dur- 
ing their early struggle for indepéndence. 
The same thing happened during the civil 
war, when the two sections of our republic 
were at war. This same class is coming 
to the surface again with the declaration 
that the present war was entirely uncalled 
for. Be that as it may, it must be assumed 
that sufficient provocation has been given 
to our government to authorize.them to 
declare war. At any rate, we are into it, 
and we must come out on top if it costs 
thousands of lives and millions of dollars: 
Our national prestige and everything Amer- 
ican is at stake in this struggle. 

The American people are gently reminded 
that it is best to entertain a unanimity of 
sentiment in this, our national crisis, re- 
membering, too, that there is strength in 
union. We are one great people, having 
one great destiny, and at present enjoying 
the blessings of liberty borne to us amid 
great sufferifg and loss of life. Then is it 
strange that we should, therefore, sympa- 
thize with a people at our own door strug- 
gling for this same independerce? W 
shoudd, in deference to our chief executive 
and to congtTess, have all manner of confi- 
dence in their wisdom and judgment, and 
never for once believe that: they woulkd 
precipitate a war wpon us without a just 
cause. And now that our country is im- 
periled, our enemy would, if it were possi- 
ble, exterminate the Anglo-Saxon race from 
this cortinent. Their jealousy of and ha- 
tred for our peuple is so pronounced that, 
should our soldiers fall into their hands as 
prisoners, there is no telling the cruelty 
they would inflict, unless, through the 
moral agencies of the last century, their 
cruel nature has been appeased. Men-from 
from every section of this republic should 
stand shoulder to shoulder in defense of it, 
and while we are to be the invading people, 
let us, after landing on the island of Cuba. 
if that we can (and this writer has all 
manner of confidence in American valor 
and’ determination), strike blow after blow 
until there is not a single vestige of Span- 
ish tyranny left in the greater Antilles,

With the new college, including as it 
does many of the ablest physicians in the 
south, Atlanta is destined soon to become 
the medical educational centen of the 
south. 
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History of the Southern. 

The Southern Medical college was found- 
ed in 1879 and held its first session on Octo- 
ber 18th of that year. Dr. Thomas 8. 
Powell was the first president and held 
the office until his death in December, 1895. 
He was succeeded by Dr. W. P. Nicolson, 
who has occupied the chair ever since and 
who was dean ct the college from 1881 until 
1896, 

Dr. J. B. Paird is the present dean of the 
fuculty, having succeeded Dr. Nicolson 
when the latter assumed the office of pres- 
ident. 

The college was originally started as a 
stock company. but this plan was aban- 
doned in 1892 and the property is now held 
im trust ‘by the trustees. 

The first building-occupied by the college 
was erected in the rear of the Equitable, 
and was used until 1892, when it was aban- 
donea for the present building on North 
Butler street. For several years the old 
cdliege building was used by the city for 
the Boys’ High school. 

The present building is Florentine in style 
aud is constructed of marble and brick. 
It cost betwaen $15,000 and $20,000 and the 
property as it stands today represents an 
oury of abcut $30,000. 

Th: regular teaching force consists of 
tairty men aiid the average number of stu- 
dents has been about ninety. The largest 
namber graduated in one year was thirty- 
es if. 

The cx:‘epe has been very successful and 
has turned out a number of men who have 
b3:ome well known in the profession.

Death came 
instantly and apparently without pain. 

The body was taken at onée to the under- 
taking establishment of Hilburn & Bowden, 
where it was prepared for burial by 
Undertaker Hilburn. It will be carried to 
his late home this morning at-11 o’clock. 

Major Warren leaves a wife, a daughter- 
in-law and a grandchild, his only gon, 8S. 
Frank Warren, Jr., having died some time 
ago. At the time he was stricken down 
yesterday afternoon hie Iittle grand- 
daughter was passing in front of the store 
in which he was standing and was attract- 
ed to the place by the gathering crowd, 
unconscious of the fact that her grand- 
father was lying dead on the floor. 

Mrs. Warren was sitting on her front 
porch waiting for her husband to return 
when she wae informed of his death.

Major Warren was a frequent caller and 
he was trusted by the federal soaliers to 
such an extent that practically no search 
was made of him when he came to see Mr.

Together with a large number of the 
friends of Mr. Davis living in Macon Mejor 
Warren thought of a plan to bring about 
the prisoner’s release from the hands of 
big enemies. With a large body of men 

der the windows of the Davis apartments 
late at night ready to receive Mr. Davis 
and mounted for immediate filght, Ma- 
jor Warren agreed to enter the room 
in which the prisoner was confined with a 
rope wrapped around his body beneath his 
clothes, and having tied it to the sill of the 
window, lower Mr. Davis into the arms of 
his rescuers below. ' 

At the appointed time Mr. Warren gained 
access to the room without being detected. 
but upon acquainting Mr. Davis with the 
well-devised plan by which he could gain 
his freedom, the latter would not listen to 
it for a moment. He stated that he had 
partly given his parol to General Wilson 
and would not break it even to save his life. 
Appeals to him tell on deaf ears and finally 
the plan had to be abandoned. 

He, however, expressed his lasting grati- 
tude to Major Warren for his love and de- 
votion and the manner tn which he had 
risked his life to save him from prison. 
The act of devotion on the part of Major 
Warren gained for him the love of Mr. 
Davis tn after years and for some time 
after the incident the two corresponded 
regularly. 

When Mr. Davis came to Atlanta some 
years ago to attend the unveiling of the 
Ben Hill monument Major Warren was a 
member of the’ committee appointed to re- 
ceive him upon his arrival in the city. He 
originated the idea so peautifully carried 
out by the housands of school children on 
the line of march to the monument of 
throwing flowers in front of the carriage 
occumed by Mr. Davis 

Was City Weigher at Death. 

Of late vears Major Warren was a num- 
ber of times a candidate for public office. 
In the summer of 1897 he was appointed 
city welzher by Mayor Collier and retain- 
ed that position until the time of his death. 

Major Warren was one of the oldest resi- 
dents of Atlanta and was as 
well known as any man in the citv. The 
announcement of his death will be received 
with profound sorrow by a vast number 
of friends and acquaintances throughout 
the state, The arrangements for the funer- 
al have not been made and wy be an- 
nounced later. :

Hanagan ° Will Know his 
Some Time Today 
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PROBABLY HE MAY NOT HANG 


Believed at Decatur That the Verdict 
Will Recommend Mercy,  - 


CASE WENT TO JURY LAST MIGHT 


After Being Out Two Hours the Jurors 
Were Locked Up for the Night. 
What Flanagan Says—Al@e 
Speeches—The Judge’s 
Charge. 


The fate of Edward C. Planagan is with 
his jury and a verdict may be reached this 
morning. 

The case went to the jury last night about 
half-past 9 o’clock and at half-past 11 Judge 
Candler sent for the jurors and asked if 
there was any likelihood of a verdict being 
reached very soon. The reply was that 
there appeared to be no such probability, 
and the judge thereupon ordered the jury 
locked up for the night. — 

When this news was conveyed to the 
prisoner he looked wildly about him and 
asked if he wouldn't be taken beck to At- 
lanta. On aceount of the lateness of the 
hour the judge decided to allow the orison-. 
er to remain in Decatur and this alarmed 
Flanagan no little, as he seemed to still 
fear a Decatur mob. 

It is the general opinion at Decatur 
among those who have watched the prog- 
ress of the case that the verdict will be 
one of guilty with a recommendation of 
mercy, and if such @ verd.ct is rendered 
the defense wil] make no move for a new 
trial, but will let the case rest there; and 
the attorneys for the defense will be of the 
opinion that they have won a victory for 
their client, so long a@s they could not es- 
tablish his insanity to the satisfaction of a 
DeKalb county jury. 

The trial of Flanagan was not resumed 
until a late hour yesterday on account of 
the illness of Mr. Dan Rountree, who-began 
the closing argument for the defense about 
4 o'clock in the afternoon, He spoke two 
hours. 

Solicitor Kimsey began speaking. about 6 
o'clock and spoke nearly two hours. 

At 8 o'clock the judge began the delivery 
of his charge to the jury and this occppied 
half an hour. Then there was a short re- 
cess, after which the jury was marched to 
the hotel and permitted to eat supper. Af- 
ter Supper they were locked up in a room 
at the hotel and told to consider the case. 
At half-past 11 o'clock the judge was in- 
formed that the jury was not likely to ar- 
rive at a verdict that night, and he left on 
the next car, the jury being locked up in 
their hotel room and Flanagan safe behind 
the bars of the Decatur jail in his old cell, 
which he once occupied in fear and trem- 
bling. 

The Judge’s Charge. 

The judge’s charge was clear, forcible 
and impartial. Judge Candler read a full 
and most precise opinion on the law touch- 
ing insanity and dwelt at length on the 
disease of the mind knOwn as paranoia or 
delusiona] insanity, with which it has been 
contended Flanagan is inflicted. The de- 
fense having set up the theory of insanity, 
the judge told the jury that the burden of 
proof was on the defense. The law on 
murder was rea@ and the jury charged 
fully on this point, 

Four Good Speeches. 

The four speeches made at the conclu- 
sion of the trial were far beyond the 
usual courthouse oratory. 

Mr. George C. Spence, opening for the 
defense, made g@ clear and logical expo- 
gition of the salient points in the evi- 
dence. He epoke about an hour. 

Mr. W. W. Braswell, opening for the 
prosecution, spoke one hour, and he pre- 
gented the state’s side of the case in a 
most comprehensive manner. He treated 
the crime committed by Flanagan as a 
foul murder and oné that should be aveng- 
ed by the law. 

Possibly the most remarkable speech 
made was that of Mr. Daniel W. Rountree. 
He had to into the case, on account of 
Colonel Glenn’s illness, and he himself 
became skk. But he imade a strong ar- 
gument to the jury. His presentation of 
the case and his conclusions that the pris- 
oner was insane were strong and logical. 
Mr. Rountree was congratulated upon his 
speech of two hours. 

Solicitor W. T. Kimsey concluded with 
a two hours’ speech and he pictured the 
crime as one of the most brutal in the 
annals of Georgia. The solicitor made a 
most excellent speech, as he always does, 
presenting all the main points in the evi-+

There was a dramatic scene during the 
speech of Mr. Dan Rountree. The attor- 
ney referred to Flanagan being a degener- 
ate, and, turning to the prisoner, he ex- 
claimed: 

“Stand up here!’ 

Like some dog the prisoner got up and 
walked forward and stood in front of the 
jury. 

Mr. Rountree held a piece of paper so as 
to hide one side of the prisoner's face, 
and said: 


. “Look at the right side of this poor fel- 


} 


low’s face.’’ 

Then shifting the paper he continued: 

“Now, look at this side.”’ 

This was done to show that one side of 
Flanagan's face was larger than the 
other. 

“Sit down,” said the attorney. 

And Flanagan dropped back in his seat. 

At the conclusion of his speech Mr. 
Rountree said if the fury would send the 
prisoner to the penitentiary for life the 
defense would make no further fighf, and 
In that case if time should prove Flana- 
gan was sane he could be tried again for 


the murder of the young lady, Miss Slack. ; 


Mr. Rountree further said that if the 
verdict was to hang the defense would 
fight to the last to save a poor, miser- 
able, crazy creature without friends or 
kindred to look after him. 

How Flanagan Talks. 

For the first time since his last trial 
Flanagan was in a talkative moods last 
night. When he was informed that the 
jury would not reach a verdict until this 
morning, he said: 

“Well, that suits me.” 

“What do you think the verdict will be, 
Flanagan?’ he was asked. 

“Well, I think they will turn me loose. 
I have always thought they would do this. 
as they have sworn to do their duty and 
they coul@ not do that and at, the same 
time be just unless they gave me my liber- 
ty. I have asked from the first for the law 
to take its course, and I have believed 


the law will give me justice.”’ 

If the verdict this morning should be 
without a recommendation of mercy the 
defense will immediately move for a new 
trial, in fact, the motion was written out 
last night to be read to the court.

Of the “mud larks” not the least will 
be Howard Mann. Sly Fox, who is prac- 
tically “‘thrown in’’ at 92 peunds, is looked 
upon as one of the dangerous horses. 

Ben Holliday, who is second on the list 
as regards weight, has shown work to 
his trainers sufficient to warrant his being 
sent to the post, and he will have some 
support. 

“Tiny” Williams will pilot Tillo and will 
probably make a brave showing in the 
race. 

One candidate who has not attracted 
much attention is On Deck, who as a two- 
year-old, showed himself to be possessed 
of both speed and gameness. Semper 
Ego, Dr. Catlett, Lehmann, Don de Oro, 
Ben Eder, Merry Prince, Royal Stag, Hand 
Ball and Our Johnnie all have sanguine 
friends and stanch supporters.

No little money has found its way 
into the local pool] box and this afternoon 
the race will be watched with genuine inf- 
terest from the exchange, on Fourteenth 
street, where every stride of the horses 
will be accurately reported. 


THREE NEW RECORDS ARE MADE 


Inter-Collegiate Records Are Broken at 
Berkley Oval with Ease. 

New York, May 27.—Three new intercol- 
legiate records were established at Berk- 
ley Oval today, where the twenty-third 
annual field track and bicycle meeting 
was begun. 

This year there were nearly 700 entries 
for the different events and a very large 
percentage of those entered put in ap- 
pearance. 

McCracken, of Pennsylvania, sent the 
16-pound hammer 149 feet 9 inches, which 
exce the previous record, held by W. 
G. Woodruff, 13 feet 2 inches. 

Myer Prinstin, of Syracuse, beat the 
former broad jump record. Distance, 23 
feet 1% inches. 

In the quarter mile bicycle race Danne 
Miller, of Georgetown, won, his time of 
31 2-5 seconds being 4-5 seconds: faster 
than the old record. 

An immense number of trial heats were 
contested, but only two finals were fin- 
ished. They were the half mile bicycle 
race, won in 1:12 3-5, and the one mile bi- 
cycle race, won in 2:34, both by Ray Daw- 
son.

Baton, Manager of the Coliseum Has 
Left the City. 


DID NOT PAY THE RIDERS 


Could Not Get the Crowds Out to the 
Track and Failed. 


JACK PRINCE MAY RETURN HERE AGAIN 


Is Now in New England aud Could 
- Be Induced To Come and 
Open Track. 


there will be no more bicycle racing at 

the Coliseum this summer. Eaton ap- 
pears to have given up, and it is not likely 
that he will try it any more. It is quite 
certain that he will not run any more races 
in Atlanta until he has paid the prizes 
that he offered at the last meet. 

It is not generally known that Eaton left 
without paying the riders the money that 
they had won, but such is said to be a 
fact. The owners of the Coliseum at the 
first of the season were looking around for 
a man to run the races for them, and 
finally decided upon Eaton as the best man. 
Everything looked favorable for a good 
season, and it was thought that Eaton 
would make a success out of it, as Prince 
did. While Eaton is a clever little fellow, 
he did not have the hustle in him that 
characterized Jack Prince, and he could 
not get the riders or draw the crowds that 
Prince did. 

It was clear after the first meet that 
Eaton was not going to make a success, 
and that he did not know how to induce 
the people to go out and see the sport. His 
second meet was more of a failure than the 
first, and shortly after that event he left 
and did not pay the riders the prizes that 
he had offered. The riders were all very 
angry, but they held off for a while, 
hoping that Eaton would return and settle 
up. This he has not done yet, and some of 
the riders say that they do/not look for 
him now. 

The riders have notified Eaton that if he 
does not pay them inside of ten days, 
they will report him to the racing board 
and have him suspended from the track. 
Eaton’s friends say that he cannot afford 
to have this done, and that he will pay 
up before he will \let it get- before the 
racing board. Racing is the way that he 
makes his living, and the riders say that 
he will get the money some way to pay 
them. They all believe that Eaton is 
honest, and would pay if he had the money, 
and it is for this reason that they are 
waiting on him. 

Baton is now in the north somewhere 
racing, and no one ‘there has heard from 
him as to his intentions, it is said. The 
owners of the Coliseum say that he has not 
notified them that he intends to give up the 
contract, but they do not look for him 
back this season. 

There is some talk of getting Jack Prince 
to come back this fall and run the races, 
but nothing has been heard from him yet. 
Prince is the only man who could induce 
the riders to come south, and he gave the 
best racing ever seen im the country. 
Prince knows the game thoroughly, and it 
is thought that if he can be induced to 
come back this fall and start the races 
up after the dull summer months, he 
could make a success of it. It is probable 
that he will be communicated with in the 
near future about taking the track this fall. 
Prince is now running a circuit in New 
England, and at the conclusion of the 
season up there he will have a string of 
good riders that he could bring south. The 
big riders will all be out of work at that 
time, and they will be glad to come here 
and race. Prince seems to be the only 
hope now of getting races this year, and it 
is to be hoped that he will come and start 
the sport.

A LARGHPR force of troops will go 
from Atlanta to Manila than was at 
first expected. Nearly 200 cavalry 
recruits who were to have been sent to 
Cuba have been transferred to the infan- 
try detachments. which will go to the 
Philippines. This is done to make up a 
full regiment from Fort McPherson. The 
men were taken from the Second, Fourth 
and Sixth cavalry detachments at the post. 
The men preferred the cavalry § service, 
but were willing*to be transferred to the 
infantry so they could go to Manila. 

The troops will leave for Manila tonight 
or Monday night. They have been ordered 
to wait for all equipment and it may he 
another day before the shipments arrive 
_ from the arsenals. There will be about 
1,000 of the recruits and when they are 
uniformed and armed they will present 
“® fairly g00d military appearance. 

The troops who go to Manila will be 
better equipped than any men who leave 
the shores of the United States. The war 
department is showing considerable fore- 
sight in the equipment of these troops. 
They will be armed with the best guns 
and will carry large supplies of ammuni- 
tion as well as large quantities of cloth- 
ing and camp necessaries. The probabill- 
ties are that the men will be kept in the 
Philippines for many months and mis 
thought advisable to send them prepared 
for all emergencies. 

The troops will have as mich food as 
will keep them well provisioned for many 
months. There will be no scarcity of any- 
thing. The government has not provided 
some of its troops with everything neces- 
sary, but it will certainly put the Manila 
troops into fine condition before sending 
them away, so all of the officers say. 

The men who go to Manila will not have 
any officers in command until they reach 
San Francisco, when they will be 4dl- 
vided into companies and officers assigned 
to comthand them. There are about twelve 
men of the fegular army with each com- 
pany of recruits and these men will prob- 
ably be given the places of non-commis- 
sioned officers. 

Orders were received from Washington 
yesterday directing the troops forming 
the Manila expedition to be ready at a 
moment’s notice to leave. The officers 
are expecting the remainder of the uni- 
forms and guns at any time and they 
Want all of the recruits to be ready. The 
men will leave for San Francisco by Mon- 
day night.

pletion of their naw quarters. Model 
sleeping apartments for 1,375 soldiers have 
just been finished and the recruits are now 
not nearly so badly crowded. 

The new barracks are certainly remark- 
able structures and are the outgrowth of 
War conditions. The houses are long and 
narrow. They are constructed on the prin- 
ciple of a Pullman sleeping car, but each 
building will accommodate several] hun- 
dred soldiers. 

The berths are arranged just as they are 
in a sleeping car, but in the barracks 
there are three rows of berths instead of 
two. The first row of Dunks is put a foot 
or two from the ground. The next row 
is three feet higher and the next is still 
three feet higher up. The last of the 
berths are on a line with the edges of te 
roof. There are windows by every berth 
and the soldiers have plenty of fresh ajir. 

The men are quite comfortable in their 
new quarters. The berths are filled with 
straw and over this a mattress. Then 
there are blankets for covering. There 
is now no complaint among the recruits 
except over the long delay of the govern- 
ment in sending uniforms. 

The summer quarters for the men are 
built side by side with streets running 
between. These streets have been chris- 
tened by such names as “Dewey avenue” 
and “Sampson street.’’ The soldiers are 
amply provided with artesian water, but 
there are no facilities for bathing as yet. 
The men are clamoring for bathing tugs 
or some means of cleansing themselves. 

The recruits continue fo arrive at the 
fort by every trzvin and at the present 
rate it will not take very much longer to 
secure a sufficient number to fill up the 
regiments now in the field. The men will 
be sent away almost as fast as they come 
and there will be no more crowding at 


the post.

PASSING THRONG. 


Mr. John F. Betz, the millionaire brewer 


of Philadelphia, was in Atlanta yesterday } 


and left in the afternoon for Cedartown, 
where the has interests in real estate and a 
cotton mill, 

When he returns from Cedartown Mr. 
Betz will go to Auraria, Lumpkin county, 
to visit his gold mine which he has not 
geen’ for two years. This is one of the 
most promising mines in the south. It ts 
shipping bullion regularly every month to 
the mint, and it is generally understood 
that the mine is paying handsomely. 

Mr. Betz is doing with this mine some- 
thing which promises great results for the 
gold mining interests of Georgia, partic- 
ularly for the upper part of the state. As 
is well known, the mining there in the 
pasts has chiefly been placer work, river 
dredging and working the immense depos- 
its of saprolite or soft ore by the hy- 
draulic process. This is a very cheap 
method of pandiing the ore, and at the 
same time iM is very wasteful, as it does 
not save more than 25 per cent, if so much, 
of the gold. Mr. Betz’'s mine is a little to 
the east of the belt, apd when he took 
hold of it the property was considered 
among the poorest in that section, but un- 
der the management of Captain Otto C. 
Scupin the mine has been worked econom- 
ically and a large amount of gold has been 

out of it. 
soy ag miners went down on the quartz 
ore deposits it was found that the quantity 
of gold per ton increased. After a thor- 
ough test continuing over a period of two 
or three years, Mr. Betz decided to sink a 
shaft on his mine 500 feet deep. Work on 
this shaft was started this spring, and it 
is progressing steadily. 


The gold deposits in Lumpkin county 


have never been developed in depth. The 


miners always stopped sinking at water 
level, where the sulphurets appear. Mining 
experts believe tnat the deposits continue 
down to a great depth, and it is for the 
purpose of determining the extent of the 
ore deposits that Mr. Betz is sinking. If, 
as is probable, he finds that the sulphuret 
ore runs:deep down in the earth, he will 
no doubt put in a chlorinating plant or 
some other process adapted to treating the 
ore. 

The Betz is one of the show mines in 
the upper part of the state and all pros- 
pectors and mining investors who visit that 
section of the country go to see it. 

Mr. Betz has been in business for himself 
more than forty-five years, and is one of 
the wealthiest and most widely known 
brewers in the United States. He is a 
broad-minded, liberal] gentleman, and stands 
high in the financial and business circles of 
Philadelphia. The Betz building occupies 
one of the corners opposite the great city 
hall. John Wanamaker’s immense estab- 
lishment occupies the opposite corner.

Five Hundred Recruits Left For Tampa 
Yesterday. 


GO TO RECRUIT THE REGIMENTS 


The Men Will Join Different Com- 
mands at the Loast. 


OTHERS TROOPS WILL FOLLOW TODAY 


The Recruits Will Be Sent to Tampa 
Without Any Uniforms or 
Equipment. 


IVE HUNDRED troops left Fort Me- 
- Pherson yesterflay afternoon for Tam- 

pa, Fla., where they go to join differ- 
ent regiments and help to fill up the regi- 
ments to the standard required under the 
three battalion formation, 

The men were considerably surprised that 
they were sent to Tampa, as they exygected 
to go to Manila. They learned early yester- 
day that they were mot the men who would 
go to the Philippines, but that other troops 
would be sent to Manila. 

The departure of the recruits for Tampa 
was a very inspiring scene. The inspira- 
tion given by the departure unfortunately 
could not be felt by the authorities in 
Washington and its effect was lost. 

When the long line of troops were wait- 
ing for the train there were many in the 
front ranks who were almost absolutely 
without clothes. They had on nothing but 
shreds of erstwhile undershirts, with pieces 
of trousers rolled high up om the bare legs 
that carried the equally bare feet. Some 
of the men were bareheaded and almost all 
of them were shy of clothing. They were 
quite cheerful, however, as they had been 
told that their uniforms awaited them in 
Tampa. 

The recruits were sent away in two sec- 
tions. The Southern reilway carried 275 
of the men and the Central carried 226. *The 
Southern had eight cars and one Pullman 
sleeper. The Central had seven cars and 
a sleeper. The Pullman cars were for the 
two officers who had charge of the troops, 
each officer having a coach to himself. Cap- 
tain Witherspoon, of the Twelfth infantry, 
had command of one section and Lieutenant 
Hodges, of the Twenty-second, had com- 
mand of the other. The first section left 
over the Central at 6:10 o’clock amd the 
next left over the Southern at 6:30 o'clock. 

The rough-locking lot of recruits were 
loaded on the cars without any demonstra- 
tion except the loud cheering of the men 
who were left behind. Those guyed the 
departing recruits and boasted that they 
would go over to live with Dewey instead 
of going to bask in the sun at ‘l'lampa. 

The men will leave the post mow every 
day, some being sent to Tampa and some 
to Manila.

terday. Democrats from the moun- 
tains of Banks to the plains of Lowndes 
came in to see Colonel Ed Brown, and all 
brought good hidings. From both extremes 
of the state there was but one report: 
“Candler will carry our section.” 

Mr. J. A. Dasher, of Valdosta, a promi- 
nent merchant, lumberman and farmer, 
said there was no question about Lowndes 
going overwhelmingly for Colonel Candler, 
and he added that Brooks, Thomas and all 
the counties around would join hands with 
Hall, Banks and Rabun in piling up an im- 
mense majority for the “Plow Boy from 
Pigeon Roost.’" Mr. Dasher was asked if 
he thought the farmers of south Georgia 
would go out to the polls on June 6th. 

“You can safely count on the farmers 
turning out next Monday week for Allen 
D. Candler,” he answered. “They know 
that he is not the candidate of the ring, and 
that he ts not tied up in any way with the 
politicians who have so long run Georgia 
politics. The farmers are not saying very 
much, perhaps, but their hearts are in this 
campaign although enthusiasm may not 
show on the surface. 

“Judge Atkinson was in our county re- 
cently, but his folowing there is quite small. 
Senator Berner did not speak in Lowndes. 
He was in the adjoining county, Brooks, 
but skipped us. [I think Colonel Candler, 
from all I can hear, will carry a number of 
counties in the eleventh district, and most 
of the counties in the second. We also hear 
that he will carry the first and third dis- 
tricts almost solidly, perhaps without a sin- 
gle break in the first. 

“I met a Brunswick man last week who 
said that Colonel Candier would carry 
Glynn.” 

Judge A. J. Crovat, of Brunswick, was 
another caller at the Candler headquarters. 
He is an ardent supporter of Candler, and 
with Hon. Tom Lamb and. Hon. Bolling 
Whitfield, ts making a great campaign in 
Glynn, the former home of Judge Atkin- 
son. “You can add Glynn county in the 
Candler column now, and you will find it 
there on June 7th, We have the regular or- 
ganization of the’ party in our county, and 
while the Atkinson faction will hold a pri- 
mary on June 6th, on the opposite side of 
the courthouse from us, we will have more 
ballots in our box than they get in theirs.” 

Judge Crovat also gave a good report 
from Camden county, stating that leading 
democrats from there had declared when in 
Brunswick a few days ago that the county 
would almost certainly go for Colonel Can- 
dier. Judge Atkinson lived in Camden once. 

Hon. Polk Thompson, of Banks county, 
came into headquarterg during the morn- 
ing. “Of course there is no doubt about 
how Banks county will go,”’ he said. ‘“‘Colo- 
nel Candler is an old neighbor of ours, and 
he served us faithfully in congress four 
years. We know him well, and delight to 
honor him. e 

‘‘We find but little opposition to him. Not 
one democrat in fifty in our county will vote 
against Colonel Candler. They have been 
talking a good deal about something that 
he is alleged to have said somewhere down 
in the middie part of the state. I think 
it was at Clinton, and it Is reported that 
he cursed some of the people who opposed 
him in his campaign against Pmory Speer. 
The people up in our county who were for 
Judge Speer then are not making any to-do 
over this alleged denunciation. They don’t 
believe it, and they don't see why so much 
fuss is being made over it in middle Geor- 
gia.’’ 

Mr. Thompson has been in the legislature 
for several years, and served two or three 
terms with Mr. Berner in the house. “We 
never could get acquainted with Mr. Ber- 
ner,’’ he said. “I don’t know; but some- 
how, he always stood off and mever would 
mix with the representatives of the ‘dear 
people’ for whom he is professing so much 
devotion now. When you see him in a 
crowd he looks as if he was smelling some- 
thing bed.’ 

Editor Greene, of The Pike County Jour- 
nal, was among the callers, and he stated 
that since his last visit to Atlanta there has 
been a marked strengthening in the Can- 
dlier ranks in his county. Pike adjoins one 
of Senator Berner’s home counties, Mon- 
roe, and it was naturally claimed that Pike 
would ®& for him. Now, however, Pike 
seems irretrievably lost to Berner, and with 
it in the Candler column will go Upson. 

Two or three good democrats from Henry 
county came in, and they reported that it 
could be safely counted on by Colonel Can- 
dier although the latter’s friends have nev- 
er included it in his list of counties. The 
Candier sentiment. in Spalding ts so strong 
it has spread over the line into Henry, 
which may be found on the Candler side 
when the votes are counted. 

Mr. William Schiey Howard, of Johnson 
county, is in the city. He says that when 
the campaign for governor opened there 
were very few men In the county for Can- 
dier, but as the canvass progressed and the 
people became familiar with the records’ of 
the three candidates for governor, acces- 
sions were constantly made to the Candler 
side. Today he seems to be as strong in 
the county as the opposition, and his friends 
believe they will carry it. Montgomery, one 
of the neighboring counties, atid Tatnall, 
another not far away, are both conceded to 
Candler.

Mrs. Bass is the widow of James H. — 
at one time a prominent engineer poor 
Western and Atlantic railroad. In 1891 he 
was injured in a head end collision se 
Altocna Pass. He brought suit 86 ne 
the railroad company, which was after- 
“ards settled. He was never able to go 
back to work ega'n, and in 1896 died, as 
is alleged, as the result of his injuries. 

Early in 1997 his widow brought —_ 
arainst the railroad for his death, The 
railroad company demurred to the petition 
on two grounds. First, that her cause of 
action was barred by the statute of limi- 
tation, because the suit was brought more 
than two years after the injury, and gec- 
ond. because under the law it could not 
te a homicide, which is the technical des- 
‘rnation of this class of actions, the death 
having occurred, more than a year and a 
day after the fjury. 

The statute provides that a widow may 
recover for the ‘homicide’ of her hus- 
band. Under the Eng'tish common law 
if the death of the injured person occurred 
more than a year and a day after the 
death, it was not a homicide under the 
common law. Under the statute a person 
who is injure@ may bring suit for such 
injury within two years after the injury. 

The case was heard before Judge Reid, 
of the city court, last eummerf, and after 
argument had, he overruled the demurrer. 
The case was then carried to the suprems5 
ccurt by the railroad company and was 
argued by counsei in October of last yer. 
The supreme court held the case, UD until 
Janvery of this year, when it ordered 
counsel to reargue the case on certa™m spec- 
ified points. It then reserved its dec‘sion 
until yesterday, when ft rendered a unan- 
imous judgment, affirming the judgment 
of Judge Reid in the court below. 

The case ts unique in several respects. 
It is the only case so far as known where 
both pointa& decided have ever been raised 
in a single case. On the question as to 
whether the death must have otcurred 
within a year and a day from the injury, 
only three cases have ever been in the 
courts prior to this one. One in the su- 
preme court of the United States, and two 
in New York. On the other point of the 
statute of limitation, only one case had 
been decided, and that was a case from 
Canada decided .by the English house of 
lords on an appeal from the Canadian 
supreme court. The decision in the Bass 
case is in harmony with these cases. 

Another effect it will have, in the opinion 
of some of the ablest railroad lawyers of 
this city, is that no settlement can be 
made with an injured*man so as to pre- 
vent his widow or children suing the rail- 
road after the settlement, provided the 
injured man @ies as a result of the injuries, 
no matter how long after the injury the 
death occurs. 

It is only necessary to prove that the 
death resulted from the injury. In some 
cases this ruling works some hardships 
upon *corporations and individuals settling 
personal injury cases, while in others no 
injustice would be dune for the reason that 
such settlements are usually for merely: a 
tithe of the amount that they ‘would be 
compelled to pay for the death of a per- 
60n. 

The following is the decision: 

“The right which the statute gives to the 
widow to recover for the homicide of her 
husband, when his death results from a 
crime or from criminal or other negligence, 
cannot exist until he is actually @ead; and 
the statute of limitations begins to run 
from the date of his death, and not at the 
time which the injury was inflicted which 
causes his death. 

“The common law presumption in pros- 
ecutions for murder, appeals of death, and 
inguisitions against deodands, that an in- 
jury was not the proximate cause of the 
death when the death did not occur within 
a year and a day after the injury was in- 
fileted, does not apply to the right of ac- 
tion given by this statute.”

past four years military attache at 

Rome, Italy, ts in the city, registerea 
at the Aragon. He left Rome about the 
first of the month on orders from the war 
department at Washington, and will proba- 
bly make Atlanta his headquarters for some 
time to come, 


Last year, during the Greek-Turkish war, 
Major Scriven followed Edin Pasha’s army 
into Greece, but arrived too late to witness 
the battle of Domokos, the decisive engage- 
ment of the campaign. “‘The Greeks,” said 
Major Scriven last night, ‘“‘are no fighters, 
and the Turks worsted them at almost 
every point.”’ 

During his residence in Rome, Major 
Scriven lived next door to Crispi, the great 
leader, and remembers quite well 
when the latter’s house Was attacked by a 
mob just after the defeat of the Italian ar- 
my in Abyssinia. “When the report of the 
Slaughter of the army reached Rome,” said 
Major Scriven, ‘the people formed mobs and 
denounced Crispi, and even threatened his 
life. They attempted to reach his house, 
but an armed guard was ordered out and 
blocked the narrow street at both ends, and 
for @ time it looked as if a serious outbreak 
would result, but after a few of the mob 
had been wounded while attempting to rush 
the guard, they dispersed, and the premier 
was not further molested. Crispi, by the 
way, was a very brilliant man, but he left 
office under a cloud, and there were a num= 
ber of ugly charges standing against him. 

“Regarding the bread riots im Italy, it is 
more than likely that the reports have been 
greatly exaggerated. May list is a great 
fete day in Rome, and although the city 
was crowded with people, as I was getting 
ready to leave, I saw no demonstration of a 
riotous nature of any kind. All the produce 
peddled in the city is taxed, and the people 
have always cried out against this taxation, 
but I don’t think the result is as serious as 
reported.’’

in 1895. Of this the total of American cot- 
ton is 2,712,833, against 2,826,224 last, 2,109,732 
last year and 3,301,353 in 1895, and of all 
other kinds, including Egypt, Brazil, India, 
etc., 288,000, against 315,000 last week, 391,300 
last year and 373,200 in 1895. 

The total world’s visible supply of cotton 
shows a decrease compared with last week 
of 140,391 bales, an increase compared with 
last year of 499.801 and a decrease compared 
with 1895 of 673.720. 


Weekly Cotton Crop Statement. 


New Orleans, May 27.—Secretary Hester’s 
weekly New Orleans cotton exchange state- 
ment, issued before the close of business 
today, shows an fncrease in the move-

The only buying reason at the start in the 
wheat pit was the expectation that yester- 
day's sellers would be buyers to cover shorts, 
but that expectation was realized only to a 
moderate extent. May and July received 
from Leiter brokers all the support they 
needed during the first two hours, and it 
did not require the buying of much to hold 
them, the disposition to trade in the May 
having lon ago been crushed and all but ob- 
literated in July. The general trading was 
confined to September and December. Yes- 
terday’s short sellers of wheat in this mar- 
ket were satisfied to buy in September at 
from 86 to 864%c. They appeared to have got 
all they wanted by 12 o’c.ock, and the price 
began to yield for lack of buying. There 
was a vigorous trade lasting for about fif- 
teen minutes, during which the price of 
September went down to 85c. May at the 
same time dropped to $1.70 and July from 
$1.10, went down to $1.07. The market touch- 
ed bottom near the end of the session, but 
reacted some before the™close.

THE TRADE SITUATION. 


Great Outgo of Wheat and Corn Con- 
tinues To Stimulate Business. | 

New York, May 27—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 

“The nation faces war with reviving 
volume of business. The west is doing its 
part, and more, but at the east also the 
volume of business is now expanding. 
Without abatement fin any important line, 
the great outgo of wheat and corn con- 
tinues to stimulate business at the west, 
and railroad earnings show an increase 
over last year from 9 to 15.1 per cent. This 
is largely because of the enormous move- 
ment of breadstuffs. Wheat receipts at the 
west do not diminish, but run far beyond 
those of a year ago—for the week 4,625,253 
bushels, against 2,969,173 last year. In four 
weeks exports from both coasts have been 
13,691,874 ‘bushels, against 5,704,334 last year. 

‘The marvel is still the enormous foreign 
buying of corn, exports having reached 
5,550,595 bushels for the week, against 1,5%,- 
fll last year, and in four weeks the ex- 
ports have been 20,285,097 bushels, against 
9,360,091 last year. Yet corn closes 3.37c low- 
er for the week, although wheat, after 
rising from $1.56 to $1.66 for May, fell to 
$1.46 on Friday, while July options fell lc. 
Official and all other accounts agree in 
estimating that the wheat yield will be re- 
markably late this year. | 

“Starting this month with the greatest 
consumption ever known, the iron industry 
has made surprising progress in new OrT- 
ders, which reached about 100,000 tons in 
bars alone. 

“A better day appears for textile goods, 
with a slight advance in print cloths anda 
substantial gain in sales of staples. 

“Wool sales during the week have: been 
nearly $3,748,100 pounds, of which 2,489,100 
were domestic, against 6,842,400 a year ago. 

“The silk mills are all busy, and the 
coming linen manufacture is making @ 


good record for itself. # 
“Failures were 245, against 214 last year. 


Bradstreet’s Review. ' 
New York, May 27.—Bradstreet’s will say 


tomorrow: 

“A total volume of business proportioned 
or in excess of that usually noted at this 
season of the year is indicated by reports 
to Bradstreet’s this week. With few ex- 
ceptions the crop situation, the volume of 
railway earnings and the reports from a 
number of leading industries point to 4 
maximum volume of business doing in most 


parts of the country. 

“The wheat situation shows little change 
on the week, but this and next year’s de- 
livery appear to have parted company, 4s 
shown by the increased stringency of 
prices of wheat for immediate use, point- 
ing to unimpaired strength in the near-by 
statistical position, while, on the other 
hand, the large yield foreshadowed tends 
to easiness in prices of next years crop 
deliveries. The price of corn reflects less 
anxiety about the crop, induced by tne 
return of weather favorable to planting and 
growth. Weather conditions do not alto- 
gether favor the cotton crop, dry weather 
being complained of throughout most of the 
south Atlantic and gulf states. 

“The possibility of over selling cotton 
upon the realization of a large crop is re- 
flected in the increased interest manifested 
in spot and August delivery, the latter 
selling at a considerable premium over 
next season's delivery. 

‘In the iron and steel industries a very 
large business is being done by the mills 

urnaces. 
gg Rw accumulate that ‘the long looked 
for improvement in the wool trade is 
nearer realization, rather more business 
being reported at most eastern markets 
both in domestic and foreign grades of 
wools. There is a slightly increased ac- 
tivity at western markets. where prices 
are reported firmer. Little improvement is 
noticed in the manufacture of the men and 
women’s woolen wear, but an encouraging 
feature in the textile feature is the better
